In private life, yet she is remembered as 
the possessor of the most remarkable so- 
prano voice ever heard. 


Jenny Lind, who has universally been 


known as the "Swedish Nightingale," 
was born in Stockholm. 
There seems to 


be some confusion about the date of her 
birth. Some authorities give this as Feb- 
ruary 8th, 1820, while others insist on 
October 6th, 1821. 
Her father was a 


teacher of languages,, and her mother 
varied the duties ol maternity with those 
of keeping a school for young women; 
consequently, Jenny was left verv much 
to herself, and grew up without much to 
relieve the monotony of a cnildish existence. 
But she found surcease for her sorrows in 
song. When she was only three years old 
to sing was her ruling passion—every mel- 
ody that struck her ear was rttaiued with 
an accuracy which caused general admira- 
tion. 


In 1849, P. T, Barnum, the showman, 


conceived the idea of bribglng her to this* 
country. After, considerable negotiation 
he agreed to pay M Ise Lind the then aston- 
ishing price or gl.OOO each lor the one 
hundred and fifty concerts, he t<» have the 
option of closing the engagement after one 
hundred and fifty had been given. In ad- 
dition, Mr. Barnum was to pay all her ex 
penses and those of her servants and at- 
tendants. 


With his usual perspicacity, Barnum had 


used every art to advertise the coming of 
the Nightingale, and the people of this 
country were wild to see and hear her. 
She arrived in New York, Sunday, Sep- 
tember 1, 1850, and thousands of people 
were gathered on the docks to greet her.

She is very char- 
itable, and even up to the date of her re- 
cent illness, was in the habit of, without 
material recompense, giving musiral in- 
struction to a class of poor young women 
The immense proceeds of her American 
tour were devoted to the establishment of 
a free schoul system in her native land. 
When in America she also disposed of 
large sums in charity. 
She heard of a 


society in Sweden the object of which was 
to take unfortunate children out of the 
hands of their parents, by whom they 
.were compelled to steal, and place them 
in better ciicumstances. 
Benevolent peo- 


ple subscribed annually for the support of 
these children, yet the mean? for this pur- 
pose were small. She at once gave a per- 
formance, but insisted upon double prices, 
which returned large proceeds, which 
were devoted to the purpose named. 


Upon the death of Mendelssohn, N"vem- 


ber 4, 1847, Miss Lind was much xffected, 
and she immediately took the initiative in 
a movement to render a worthv tribute 10 
his memory. A ronwrt was given in Lon- 
don, December 15, 384iJ, in furthcrau- e nf 
this idea. 
"Elijah" was the work chosen 


by Miss Lind to do homage to her depart- 
ed friend. The sopran ' part of the work 
was written expressly for her by Mendel- 
psohn. 


The receipts exceeded £1,700, and led. 


with subsequent additions, to the fuunda- 
tliiD of a permanent scholarship, the h'rsr 
scholar elected, six years biter, being 
the English composer. Sir Arthur Sulli-
